After his brief career as a rail­ 


road worker and an oil man, 
Homer returned to Stephenville 
where he tried his hand at fann­ 
ing and ranching and established 
a unique store near his home 
which he still operates, where 
he handles ’Things Rare and Un­ 
usual.”

County in the 1920s, Homer es­ 
tablished a home in Stephenville 
to (Ida mother Mid hia maternal; 
grandmother, Mrs. Annte Stall- 1 
cop Chae. Homer was closely SO* 
soelated with hia grandmother un-1 
til her death In IMS and often j 
assisted her with her business. 
• • 
Grandma Case, like Homer’s ; 
mother, was a business woman« 
as well aa a homemaker, and as 
a pioneer peddler traveled over 
Erath County in a wagon, selling, 
her w in s from door to door.

In Erath County still stands 
the home of Homer’s grandpar­ 
ents, Annie and William Case, 
the latter a Confederate soldier.

Grandpa Case hauled timber by 
ox-team from Waco, a distance 
of 90 miles, to build the dwelling. 
Here hia grandparents lived, and 
in the “fireplace 
here In the “fireplace room” of 
the house liis parents were mar­ 
ried.

In June 199S, the Texas State 
Histocal Survey Committee gave 
the “historical medallion” to the 
old homestead, thus designating 
it as a historical site.

The medallion was unveiled on 
the 96th birthday of Homer’s 
mother. Congratulation* came to 
her from Governor Price Daniel 
of Texae and many other noted 
men and women.

Homer is not only proud of his 
immediate ancestors, but is proud 
of the Indian blood that runs 
through 
his veins. 
Homer says 
from his mother, he Inherited 
Choctaw blood and from his fath­ 
er Cherokee blood.

Homer s mother passed away 
April 13, 1963, a few months af­ 
ter idle had celebrated her 96th 
birthday. Although almost totally 
blind, on her last birthday, she 
entertained a big crowd of friend« 
who attended the celebration, b/ 
reciting from memory several long 
poems, much to the amaxement 
of all who were present. 
• • 
Although now almost 66 yea i 
of age and practically retired, 
Homer plans to spend most of 
the remainder of his life in re­ 
search and study of local history 
and putting into print some of 
his thoughts which he believes 
may be helpful to others.
